District. 


The history of local politics contaii s 


no record of such a meetinr as was 
held at Earlston, the beautiful hrme 
of Hon. Joseph E Thrcpp, Saturday 
evening. It was unique in several re- 
spsets 
It hss not been the custom in 


t!mes p»st tohf H sush meetings but 
the circumstances seemed to mike nec- 
essary the step. 
The action cf the 


Democratic conference in placing Mr. 
Thropp in nomination necessitated the 
appointment cf a committee to official- 
ly notify h!m ard tender him the p'ace 
on the D rmcratic ticket. At tbe Al 
toona conference after the selection of 
Mr. Thrcpp, tbe Bedford representa- 
tives, Attorney Frank Fletcher, Eon. 
Eibert C. McNama-a and John T. 
Yat% were appoin'e-i to perform this 
duty, and Sa'urday, September 10, was 
fixed as the t'me. 


A large crowd had gathered on tbe 


beautiful lawn by the time cf the meet- 
ing—rrei representative cf tbe county 
and dlstiic1. Amoig them tbe "bnys 
in blue," who know Mr. Thrcpp to be 
their friend; representativas ot the 
legal and medical profession and min- 
isters of the gospel were in evidence; 
men ficm the stores and shops and 
farms and mills laid aside their work 
for a short t,rni to show their approv- 
al; in short, men from all walks of 
life.Eepnblicans as well as Democrats, 
gathered in numbers very complimen- 
tary to Mr. Thropp. 


After music by the band, Hon. E S. 


Doty called the meeting to order and 
in a brief add. ess introdu :ed Attorney 
Frank F.etcher, of Bedford, who, in 
the name of the thousands of Demo- 
crats cf the 19 ,h district, tendered Mr. 
Thropp the congressional nomination 
of the Democratic party. Mr. Fletch- 
er's remarks were forceful and to the 
point. 
He r< viewed briefly the politi- 


cal past of the district, and assured 
those present that Mr. Thropp bid in 
no way,neither directly nor indirectly, 
solicited tbe honor and stated lhat he 
was not askjd to relinquish any of his 
well known po'itiei! principles. He 
deiounced the methods by which the 
Republican nominee is furthering his 
erds, and pledged the support of the 
Demccra-y in the coming campaign. 


Mr. Thropp responded in a straight- 


forward and manly way accepting the 
proffered honor and pledging himself, 
if elected, to consult representative 
members of all parties on the issues 
that may present themselves.

speeches which are given in, full on tbe 
third page of THI. GAZETTE, were gen- 
uinely arplaudtd, and heartily approv- 
ed. M»j MeNamara was then called, 
nor would tie erond be satisfied nit'l 
he begun a brief and characteristic ad- 
dress, which called forth enthusiastic 
demonstration. 
The meeting was a 


success beyond all expectations and the 
assembled crowd, manly, orderly and 
enthusiastic, in his support, made up 
in part by his neighbors, was a splen- 
did tribute to Mr, Thropp. Few of 
those who had not previously visited 
Eirlston failed to avail themselves of a 
stroll over the spacious and well-kept 
grounds. 
Many went through the 


furnace and were delighted by the in- 
telligent explanations of the process 
by Supt. Hughes. A luncheon charac- 
teristic of Earlston ended an evening 
of pleasure and harmojy; an evening 
tbat marked the beginning of an hon- 
est but vigorcu.3 campaign—a cam- 
paign to root cut corruption and stamp 
treachery with the district's disap- 
proval.

He collected large sums 
ofrrorey for the endowment of the 
Chair of Naw Testament Exegesis in 
the seminary at Lancaster, and later 
he oanvassed the whole full of the 
three eastern synods, collecting funds 
for the erection of the seminary build-

Pope 
planted the twig on liia grounds on tbe 
shore of the Thames, not knowing of 
what tree it was. It grew and wns a 
weeping willow. In 177D, wben tbe 
tree was over fifty years old, one of 
the young British officers who came to 
Boston with the British army brought 
a twig from the tree, which he intend- 
ed to plant on bis lands after the re- 
bellion bad been crushed. John Parke 
Custis, son of Mrs. Washington, going 
on errands to tbe British camp under 
a flag of truce, became acquainted 
with the owner of the willow twig, 
which was draped in oiled silk, and ob- 
tained it from him, which be planted 
near his home at Abingdou, Va., where 
it became the progenitor of all the 
weeping willows in America. 


Anemone Factn. 


Naturalists have duly recorded that 


tbat if a sea anemone be divided in 
balvw longitudinally a new animal will 
In time be reproduced by each half, as- 
suming tbe anemone Is kept in pure sea 
•water. An old zoologist relates how he 
•watched an anemone which somehow 
or other bad contrived to half swallow 
one of the valves of an oyster shell. 
Practically the shell struck in Its giz- 
zard and gradually cut Its way down 
through the soft tissues of the anem- 
one until it halved the animal as by 
a partition. Perfect reproduction of 
two anemones through the division of 
one was noted to be the result of this 
accident. Even a fragment or two of 
an anemone body left attached to its 
rock may in due season reproduce a 
new body.—London News.

In the census report of India, a gov- 


ernment publiention, it is snively i-e- 
lated tbat iintive clerks actually wor- 
ship the tools of administration. At tlie 
time of the venial etjuinox there is a 
festival known as Sri Panchnmi, which 
the orderlies celebrate on the Hat roof 
of the buildings occupied by the- secre- 
tariats of the government of India. 
The worshipers take one of the large 
packing cases which are used to COQ- 
vey oflice records from Simla to Cal- 
cutta and drape its rou^h woodwork 
with plantain leaves and branches of 
the sacred pipal. This structure, crown- 
ed with an official dispatch box, serves 
as an altar, and in the center thereof 
is placed the sacred symbol—a common 
glass Inkpot with a screw top, flanked 
by paper, pens, pealing wax, ink eras- 
ers and such office paraphernalia, the 
whole festooned and adorned by coil 
upon coil of red tape. To this symbol 
of godhead offerings of food are made, 
while texts from the Yedas are recited 
by the Brahman offlciatiiur as Driest.

From Egypt and 
the far east fans soon found their way 
Into Greece, where the flrst specimens 
assumed the shape of acacia, plantain 
or lotus leaves, but In later years the 
ladies showed a marked preference for 
gorgeous peacock feather fans.
